Hundreds of square blocks of formerly-inhabited suburbia are 
now open to outdoorsmen who don’t mind contracting a fatal 
illness while they camp in a poisonous climate. Lawyers and 
priests are on duty at the Park throughout the year to help 
visitors draw up their wills and receive their last rites. 
Regularly scheduled gondola tours down the canal are plan- 
ned, just as soon as modern science can develop a gondola 
that can tolerate the local water without dissolving away.
